Been Spirited Away .

Six bag s of g old, each contain- 
ing $5,000 in $20 g old pieces, hav e

No trace of the thief has been dis­

Su perintendent 
Leach and his force, assisted by 
Director of the Mint Roberts and 
his staff of ex perts, hav e been at 
work on the my stery since Satu r­ 
day noon, Ju ne 29, when the short­ 
ag e was aiscov ered. 
At first it 
was su pposed that there was an er­ 
ror in the books or in cou nting the 
bag s, bu t it was soon fou nd that 
the money had been stolen. 
The annu al cou nt of the coin 
was beg u n last Friday morning . 
The mint officials to assist in the 
work and anx iou s to hav e ev ery ­ 
thing correct, went ov er the money 
and accou nts ju st ahead of the ex ­ 
aminers, and du ring the lu ncheon 
hou r Satu rday discov ered that six 
bag s were g one from the $25,000,- 
coo in g old in the cashier’s v au lt.
